The Atlanta operator advised there was no telephone at the 
residence usually occupied by King and the operator then tried to reach 
him at the Ebenezer Baptist Church in Atlanta. Someone at the church ,\ 
stated that King was on a two weeks vacation and could not be reached. / j 
Upon being asked if King was near a telephone, this person replied in trk©' 
affirmative but stated that King did not wish to be disturbed. ' 



The Atlanta Office then was Instructed to attempt to locate King 
by telephone and advise him that Mr, DeLoach and Mr, Sullivan wished to -j 
sit down and have a chat with him any time he was in the Washington or i 
New York area. King*s secretary was then contacted by the Atlanta Office \ 
on 11/30/62, and the secretary stated that King wis at a hideaway writing a ^ 
book and could not be reached for the week of November 30. The secretary 
stated that the following week King would be traveling in Alabama. The

Memorandum to Mr. Belmont 

UE: DIFFICULTIES ENCOUNTERED IN ATTEMPTING TO 
CON^rACT MARTIN LUTHER KING, JR. 



On about July 18 to July 20, 1961, attempts were made to make 
an appointment with King to Interview him in connection with the 
investigation of Theodore Edward Brown who was under investigation as a 
special inquiry for the Peace Corps, On July 19 or July 20, King's 
secretary stated that "Dr. King can see you on Saturday afternoon but 
you donH work Saturdays, do you?" His secretary was advised that the 
Agent would be at King's office any time King would be available. A 
definite appointment was made for 2 p.m. Saturday afternoon July 22, 1961. 
The Agent appeared at King's office at approximately 1:50 p.m. where he 
waited for an hour before being admitted to King's office. King stated 
he was sorry to keep the Agent waiting but he was behind in his paper 
work and had completed some of it before admitting the Agent. 

In June, 1962, efforts were made to obtain an appointment with 
King in connection with a case involving Shirley Blackwell Cvunmings, a 
^Peace Corps applicant. Beginning on approximately 6/5/62, King's 
secretary kept stating that he was not available for interview although 
'\^±t was known to us that he was in his office daily. On 6/8/62 Wyatt T., 
^"Walker, King's assistant, advised the Atlanta Office that he and King 
were proceeding to Shreveport, Louisiana, in connection with the voter 
registration drive and that the Little Union Baptist Church in 
Shreveport had received a bomb threat. At that time. Walker was informed 
that Agents had been urgently trying to make an appointment with King 
and Walker stated an appointment would be made. On 6/8/62 King telephoned 
the Atlanta Office from Shreveport to inquire as to why the Agent wanted 
an appointment and to advise of the bomb threat previously furnished by 
'walker. King consented to interview which was conducted 6/9/62, 

King was also interviewed by the Atlanta Office on 7/24/62 
in connection with racial incidents at Albany, Georgia, involving 
alleged violation by King of a temporary restraining order issued by 
the U. S. District Court to stop demonstrations. The interview was 
conducted in the U. S. courtroom where King had appeared for a hearing. 

On 6/25/63 the Atlanta Office attempted to contact King to 
advise him of a threat against his life. Efforts to contact him were 
at first unsuccessful, but after a delay of some hours, King's secretary 
informed him of the Bureau's interest in talking to him and arrangements 
were made for an Agent to contact King by telephone.

The president of the Communist frcjnt S.C.E.F., 
the Rev.. Fred L. Shuttlesworth - is secretary of Dr. .King's 
Soirthenri Christian Leadership Conference," Documents 
liriKing the two organl/iitlons were obtained in a raid October 
4 by Ivoulslana State Police.

The captioned thirty-minute news program ^vas monitored the New York

MacNamara byannouncer Harry Schwartz. Schwartz preambled his interview of tiliese 
two individua^^ indicating that he was puzzled at the Director's avtack on the Revereaid 
^rtin JLuthe rEng and th e Warren Commission Report. He asked Cook and MacNamara 
to comment, " /^H:'}^^''-:^' 

Cook indicated that this is a normal reaction on the part of Mr. Hoover 
when he is criticized but that he usually does not speak out himself^ but rather has some 
other supporter i, e. The American Legion do it for him. Cook said that he thought the 
Warren Commission Report's criticism of the FBI was *'imld," He indicated that there 
was a lack of strong activity on the part of the FBI in connection with civil rights ^ ^ 
investigations which has caused a lot of criticism of the Bureau and Mr. Hoover Is so , 
"nettled" that he decided to reply himself. At this point, MacNamara said that he also 
thought the FBI and the Director were "oversensitive to criticism. " He jdded, however, 
that a two-hour n^ws conference with female reporters should not be allowed to weigh too 
heavily tn the balance against "thirty years of rather professional law enforcement 
activity on Mr. Hoover's part." MacNamara said he agreed with the Director's criticism 
of the Warren Conmission Report stating that if every "kook" and every other person who

In November, 1962, in discussing racial disturbances in Albany; 
Georgia, King was widely quoted in the press as stating that tohe 
I of the greatest problems regarding the FBI in the South is that the Agents 
are white Southerners who have been influenced by the mores of the 
community. This is, of course, absolutely false, and it is noted that 
four of the five Agents then assigned to Albany. Georgia, were Northerners: 



KING STATES: 



FACTS : 



Not a single arrest was made in Albany, Georgia, during the 
many brutalities against Negroes. 



During the summer of 1962, there was a continuing series of mass 

racial meetings, marches and demonstrations by Hegroes in the 
Albany^ Georgia, area. This resulted in numerous multiple arrests of 
Negroes; for lying down in the street, blocking traffic and disorderly 
conduct. During this period, numerous allegations of civil rights 
vioiatl^s were made to Bureau Agents and Department officials. In every 
instance-the Department was advised of the complaint and the results of 
any investigation conducted. Any additional investigation requested by 
J the Depar1;'roent was Immediately and thoroughly run out and the results 

tfurriished^to the Department, The Department did not see fit to prosecute 
any of the^incidents arising out of these demonstrations. 

During this same period, however, prosecution was brought against 
Denver Edgar Short, Jr., Deputy Marshal, Sasser, Georgia, which is about 
20 miles from Albany. Short intimidated voter registration workers on 
8/30/62, and FBI investigation developed that Short cursed the victims, 
ordered them out of town and fired his gun in the direction of their tires, 
A U, S. District Court Petit Ju ry ac quitted Short of civil rights charges 

on 1/25/63. 61 IFe'T^Z^'pO - \ 
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It is also noted that on 9/17/62, FBI Agents arrested four 
white subjects in the vicinity of the I Hope Baptist church, a Negro 
church near Dawson, Georgia, and about 30 miles from Albany, which had 
been burned that day. In the absence of a Federal violation, confessions 
obtained by Bureau Agents were made available to local authorities 
resulting in a seven year sentence for each of the three adult subjects 
[and three years probation for the fourth subject who was a Juvenile. 

On 10/4/62 Bureau Agents arrested Jack Phelix Smith and a 
detainer was placed against Douglas Howard Parker, a state prisoner, 
on civil rights charges in connection with the burning of the Shady 
Grove Baptist Church near Leesburg, Georgia, on 8/15/62, This was a 
Negro church approximately 12 miles from Albany, Smith and Parker are 
white, A Federal Grand Jury failed to indict, and our evidence was made 
available to state officials who presented the case to a local grand Jury 
which also returned a no bill. 

bombing in Birmingham or the three murdered civil rights 
workers in Mississippi. 

FACTS; The Sixteenth Street Baptist Church, Birmingham, Alabama, was 

bombed 9/15/63 killing four Negro children. We immediately 
launched the most intensive type of investigation which is still 
vigorously continuing. Our investigation was prejudiced by premature 
arrests made by the Alabama Highway Patrol, and consequently, it has

successful prosecution although we have identified a small group of 
Klansmen believed to be responsible. 

We, of course, launched a massive investigation following the 
disappearance of the three civil rights workers in the vicinity of 
Philadelphia, Mississippi, on June 21, 1964, We located their bodies in 
an earthen dam and have developed inforraation identifying those 
responsible. Intensive Investigation is continuing to develop the case 
[for prosecution as quickly as possible. 

It should be noted that our recent investigations in 
Mississippi have produced the following positive results: (1) Eleven 
arrests In McComb on state charges involving bombings and other violence. 
Nine of those arrested have pleaded guilty or nolo contendere and 
received probationary sentences; (2) Seven arrests in Natchez on 
state charges Involving shooting incidents and a beating; (3) Two 
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subjects arrested on state murder charges 11/6/64 in connection with 
the killing of Henry Hezekiah Dee and Charlie Eddie Moore; (4) Seven 
arrests for racial violence by the Sheriff of Pike County who stated 
this resulted from his success in practicing Bureau methods he 
observed during our recent investigations; and (5) FBI Agents have 
arrested five present and former law enforcement officers in Neshoba 
County on charges of police brutality. They are presently awaiting trial. 

KING STATES; FBI Agents work with local officers on criminal cases 

making it difficult for them to effectively function 
where Negroes are threatened. 

FACTS ; This is a shopworn canard, the falsity of which is clearly 

illustrated by our currently effective cooperation with local 
officers in Mississippi, our arrest of five officers in Neshoba County, 
Mississippi, our effective cooperation with local officers in the 
Georgia church burning investigations, the Penn murder case and many 
otp^er cases in all parts of the country. 

KING STATES: He has no record of a request from the Director to 
meet with him. 

FACTS ; In November, 1962, Assistant Directors DeLoach and Sullivan 

sought to make an appointment with King to straighten him out 
with regard to his public remarks concerning our performance in Albany, 
Georgia, King was never avallabb on the telephone and left instructions 
with his secretary on 11/28/62 that he would call us when he was willing 
to arrange an interview. He did not call us and on January 15, 1963, 
we^decided to make no further effort to contact him, 

ItING STATES: He has always made himself available to Atlanta FBI Agents, 



FACTS : In July, 1961, it was necessary to contact King in connection 

with the investigation of Theodore Edward Brown, a special 
inquiry for the Peace Corps, An appointment was made through King's 
secretary for his interview 7/22/61; however. King kept the Agent 
waiting for one hour past the appointed time and stated he was behind 
In his paper work and had completed some of it before admitting the Agent, 

In June, 1962, efforts were made to obtain an appointment with 
King in connection with a case Involving Shirley Blackwell Cummings, 
a Peace Corps applicant. Beginning on approximately 6/5/62, King's 
secretary kept stating the he was not available for interview although 
it was known to us that he was in his office daily. On 6/8/62 Wyatt T, 
Walker, King^s assistant, advised the Atlanta Office that he and King 
were proceeding to Shreveport, Louisiana, in connection with the voter 
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) 



registration drive and that the Little Union Baptist Church in 
Shreveport had received a bomb threat. At that time. Walker was informed 
that Agents had been urgently trying to make an appointment with King 
and Walker stated an appointment would be made. On 6/8/62, King 
telephoned the Atlanta Office from Shreveport to inquire as to why the \ 
Agent wanted an appointment and to advise of the bomb threat previously 
furnished by Walker. Xing consented to interview which was conducted [ 
6/9/62. 

King was also interviewed by the Atlanta Office on 7/24/62 
in connection with racial incidents at Albany, Georgia, involving 
alleged violation by King of a temporary restraining order issued by 
the U. S. District Court to stop demonstrations* The interview was 
conducted in the U. S. courtroom where King had appeared for a hearing. 

On 11/30/62, when Assistant Directors DeLoach and Sullivan 
were attempting to arrange an interview with King, the Atlanta Office 
contacted King's secretary to make such an appointment at King's 
convenience. The Agent was advised that King was writing a book and 
could not be reached. King's secretary was requested to have King 
contact the Atlanta Office on an urgent matter but he never made such 
a -contact. 



\ On 6/25/63 the Atlanta Office attempted to contact King to 

advise him of a threat against his life. Efforts to contact him were 
at first unsuccessful, but after a delay of some hours. King's secretary 
informed him of the Bureau's interest in talking to him and arrangouents 
were made for an Agent to contact King by telephone. 

ACTION 

(1) King states in his telegram that he would be happy to 
J discuss his telegram with the Director in the near future. In view of 
I King's character, it is recommended that the Director have no contact 
with him. 



(2) It is recommended that no reply be made to King*s telegram 
as his character and prior conduct have made it obvious that it would be 
only a futile gesture to make any effort to apprise him of the facts.

Readers should understand very clear and very straight, 
that what is printed here went out over many television 
stations, of which KTTV was only one. Everything that 
is printed here, and much more was said, ond there wos 
no possibility to either mis- under stand the meaning 
or the language in the broadcast. This review, while not 
all in quotes, is accurate. There was no rebuttal from the 
moderotor, and very strangely, no disclaimer from the 
station regarding the statements ond opinions given.

Edgar Hoover seemed to give

Somewhat the same dilem- 
ma confronts the FBI in con- 
nection with the measures 
that might have been taken 
to protect the late President 
Kennedy against assassination. 
It Is natural for the FBI direc- 
tor to resent the criticism of 
his agency made In the report 
of the Warren Commission. 
For, as Mr. Hoover told Ws 
press conference this week, it 
Is Impossible to take out of 
circulation "every individual 
who might threaten the safety 
of the President" when the 
Chief Executive luSkcS a pub- 
lic appearance, especially 
When he rides down city .

The truth Is that the FBI 
and Secret Service combined 
do not have sufficient person- 
nel to carry out the kind of 
precautions which, the War- 
ren Commission report Inti- 
mated, might have been taken 
in Dallas.

Upheaval ' 
Then a year ago came the 
tragic assassination of Presi- 
dent John Kennedy. The en- 
tire Inner world of national 
security was In turmoil. Inves- 
tigations gave birth to ever 
e X pa n d 1 n g investigations. 
Many of these crossed na- 
tional boundaries. 

Energies were absorbed by 
these probes and liaison work 
with the Warren Commission.

He said that "King came and 
turned the other cheek " and that this was in keeping with the character of a man who 
was noted for peaceful purposes and who was a Nobel prize winner. He said that it was 
\ not possible to imagine "J. Edgar Hoover going to King" under similar circumstances. 
; Murphy said that King had certainly enhanced his position in the way he handled this 
■ matter. He also alleged that it was evident that President Johnson had asked the Director 
^ to see King and it was only for this reason that the meeting materialized.

Folk School in Montcagic, Tennessee during the Labor Day week-end of 1957. The photo- 
grapher was sent to the Highlander Folk School by the Georgia Commission on Education. 
The Highiondcr Folk School wos abolished by an act of the Legislature of the State of Ten- 
nessee at a later date because it was chorgcd with being a subversive organizotion. 

Those numbered in the picture ore: 

1. Martin Luther King, Jr., of the Montgomery boycott and the Birmingham riots. Karl 
Prussion, o counterspy for the FBI for twenty-two years, chorges thot Martin Luther King 
belongs to sixty Communist-front organizations — more than any Communist in the 
United States. 

2. Abncr W. Berry of the Central Committee of the Communist Party. 

3. Aubrey Williams, President of the Southern Conference Education Fund, Inc., The Trans- 
mission Belt in the South for the Communist Porty.

You requested data concerning whether Martin Luther Kingi 
as a minister and what pastorates he has held. , \J^'ii 

Current Biography, 1957 reflects that although King's maternal grandfather 
had been pastor of Atlanta's Ebenezer Baptist Church from 1895 to 1932, and his own 
father from 1932, he had no early desire to become a minister. King enrolled at 
Morehouse College in Atlanta (where he graduated with an A. B. degree in 1948) and in 
his junior year decided to enter the ministry. He attended Crozer Theological Seminary 
in Chester, Pennsylvania, one of six Negroes among 100 students. He won the Plafker 
Award as the most outstanding student, was president of the senior class, and received 
the J. Lewis Crozer Fellowship for graduate study in the university of his choice. _ 
Who's ' . ho in America , 1964-65 reflects that King graduated from Crozer Theological ( 
Seminary with a Bachelor of Divinity degree in 1951 and then went to Boston University 
and secured a Ph.D. degree in 1955. 
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It is to be noted, according to Current Biography , that he had been ordained j 

a minister in his father's church in 1947. He did not, however, have a parish of his 

own urtll he was called to the Dexter Avenue Baptist Church in Montgomery, Alabama, 

in September!^ 1954. It should also be noted that in Baptist churches an individual can, 

at the discretion of the congregation, be ordained as a minister prior to receiving formal 

theological education. This is apparently what happened to King, as he was ordained ip.

■7 SAC Ponder was contacted and said to his knowledge King has had onljr— ' 
two pastorates,' the one in Alabama, and his current one, namely Ebenezer Baptist Churchy 
in Atlanta, where he is co-pastor with his father. SAC Ponder added that King resigned ^ 
his pastorate in Alabama in late 1959, and came to Ebenezer Church in Atlanta in 
February, 19.60.

An individual who identified himself as Dr. Andr^^^^'Yaing, Executive 
Assistant to Martin Luther King, called from New York City at 12:05 p.m. today and 
asked to speak with me, — - - 

Dr. Young stated I probably knew what he was calling about. I told him 
I did if he was calling with reference to Reverend King's request for an appointment 
with.Mr, Hoover. I mentioned that the Acting Attorney General had called this morning 
about this matter and that I had just advised the Acting Attorney General that Mr, Hoover 
would see Reverend King at 3:30 p. m. today. Dr. Young stated this would press them a 
bit, however, he thought they could make it. 

Dr. Young stated that Reverend King wanted to talk about law ' 
enforcement in the future. He stated they have several programs at Selma, Alabama, 
^ and in the Blackbelt Countys surrounding Selma, He stated this might be a bad time for , 
{ Reverend King to be discussing matters; however, they feel that they have been negligent 
in that they 'have contacted the Department in the past and have not sat down with the FBI. 



Dr. Young stated that Reverend King merely wanted to sit down with 
Mr, Hoover. and discuss matters. He stated that Reverend King did not desire to complain' 
but merely to find out what type of protection the FBI will offer Negro citizens when they . 
attempt to exercise their rights in the future. I interrupted Dr. Young at this point and / 
stated I felt certain that both he and Reverend King fully understood that the FBI did not,'* 
have the authority or jurisdiction to "protect" anyone and that if Reverend King was 
seeking a change in policy in this regard he should talk to the Acting Attorney General and 
not Mr, Hoover, Dr. Young made no reference to this statement but spoke up again and 
stated that there had been a breach and misunderstanding between Reverend King^s 
organization and the FBI in the past and tl^t this was a matter they did not want to

Dr, Young assured me that Reverend King did not want to mention any tiling 
that has come up in the past. He stated, as a matter of fact, people are harassing them f 
to death and they cannot get any work done in their office because they have to answer < 
questions concerning the FBI, He then added that Reverend King was mest anxious and 
willing to meet with the Director and particularly wanted to do so before he departed for 
Oslo, Norway. 
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I interrupted Dr. Young again at this point and told him that it was useless 
for them to request a "peace meeting" with us as long as the crusade of defamation against 
Mr. Hoover and the FBI was to be carried on by Reverend King and his organization. 
Dr. Young stated that he understood this. He stated that actually "they" feel that the FBI 
has done a very sound investigative job. He added that the current misunderstanding is 

something that should be cleared up. He then asked me if I knew of any conditions for y 

the meeting. I told him that the only condition desired was that there be an understanding [' 

that the campaign of slander and defamation against the Director and the FBI by i 

Reverend King and his organization, behind our backs, be dropped. Dr, Young replied, |_

article reflecting that the N, C. Defenders of States Rights was 
a newly chartered segregationist group and was scheduled to hold 
its first formal meeting on 11-22-58, in Burlington, N. C- The 
article reflects that a charter was filed on 11-20-58, with the 
Secretary of State in Raleigh, N. C, and according to the charter 
the group was dedicated to preservation of national and racial 
integrity, states rights, and individual liberty. Membership fee 
was to be $3.00 per year, and in the preamble the charter stated 
the chief purpose as "preservation of the white society and culture 
and the preservation of white and Negro racial integrities."
